ing thereof by His Pajeſty notwithſtanding, And it is alſo Oꝛdained by the Lozds and 
Commons afo:eſatd, That the Mafter and Councell of the ſaid Court, ſhall pꝛoceed in all 
things belonging to the Juriſdiction of that Court accoꝛding to Law,
